| Big Loss of Life Feared. 
It is feared the loss of life may have bien

The city of Iron Mountain, the center of 
the great Menominee range iron district and 
the’ county seat of Dickinson county, has 
been cut off from the outside world. | 

The country swept by the flames varies 
from pine timber land to batren. Part is 
fron mining country, and the district includes 
immense tracts of hardwood which has hever 
been touched by the woodman’s ax. In the 
barrens settlers have taken up their resi- 
dence, and it is for these that a greatest 
anxiety is felt.

Wind Blowing a Gale. 

A heavy pall of smoke hangs over the city 
of Menominee, the moon and stars shining 
dimly through from a sky that is perfectly 
clear. The light of the forest fires can be 
cléarly seen to the northward. A heavy 
south wind that blew all day subsided about 
6 o'clock, but at 9:15, was again blowing a 
gale. 

A report at 10:20 o'clock brought from Wal- 
la¢e says the fire is now approaching that 
town. The wagon road between Daggett and 
Talbot is lined with household goods of the 
pegple already burned out or whose home are 
threatened. The railroad bridge is reported 
burned near Narenta. An engine of large 
type, went through the bridge, and the en- 
gine crew is believed to have been killed or 
fatally injured. A .wreck train has been 
ordered out to clear the track. Telegraph 
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connections with Norway, Quinnesec, and 
other towns on the iron range are cut off. 
Great fear is felt for the safety of Iron Moun- 
tain and Norway. 


Destruction of Quinnesec. 

Quinnesec was a prosperous mining town 
on the Wisconsin and Michigan and the 
North western railway, situated between Nor- 
way and Iron Mountain. It was almost com- 
pletely wiped out. The fire started in the 
outekirts of the town, and the hose of the 
fiie department would not reach it. The 
flames thus secured a big start. Among the 
nuildings destroyed were the Catholic church 
and the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
cepot. Six box cars were burned on the sid- » 
ijg near the depot. The Wisconsin and 
Michigan depot is believed to be safe. 

Porterfield, a small town in. Marinette 
county, only twelve miles from Menominee, 
reports that the forest fires are raging in ail 
directions in close proximity to that village. 
The danger at 9 o'clock was considered immi- 
nent. Soon after telegraph connections were 
idst and the fate of the town is unknown. 
The latest reports from Cornell say the town 
Was wiped out. 

At 10 o’clock word came from Cornell that 
the entire town was fighting the fames. The 
gale was then blowing the flames east of the 
Village into the fine farming district. Some of 
the finest farm buildings in the county were 
threatened. 

Telephone reports from Cedar River state 
that that town is surrounded by fire, but 
that the flames at 10:30 o’clock tonight had 
not reached the village.’ One or two buildings 
in the outskirts were reported burned. The 
damage to standing timber and forest prod- 
ucts of that vicinity will be large. Crawford 
& Sons have a mill and large timber inter- 
dsts at Cedar River, and have a large crew 
éf men fighting the fire.. 
| A message from Ford River at 11:30 stated 
that several buildings had been burned at 
Ford river switch, and that the fire was rag- 
ing between the switch and the village of 
Ford River, but the town is not believed to be 
in danger unless the wind should app 
Bagley, a small town near Daggett, is in 
direct path of the flames, and it is f 
bee be wiped out. 

+ All reports agree that the fire is now sweep- 
ing with greatest severity along the line of 
the Escaaaba and Lake Superior railway.

CITY CLERK IS OBSTINATE. 


Refuses to Sign Charges Against Em- 
ployes Who Shirk. 


Criminal prosecution of City Clerk Adrian 
C, Anson on charges of malfeasance in office 
may follow as the result of his refusal yes- 
terday to sign charges against men in his 
office who, according to his own unwilling 
confession to the civil service commission- 
ers, have been drawing full pay for time 
which was not put in at their posts of duty. 

Anson put in a bad half hour with Civil 
Service Commissioners Powell and Prentiss 
in the afternoon. At the close of the session, 
the commissioners, entirely out‘of patience 
with Anson, announced that they will inquire 
into the law to see whether Anson is amena- 
bie to prosecution, | 

May Begin Criminal Action. 

“We shall find out just what our legal 
jurisdiction over the city clerk amounts to,” 
said Commissioner Powell. ‘“‘ We want to 
learn whether ‘his refusal to do his plain 
duty lays him open to prosecution for mal- 
feasance. One of our possible recourses may 
be found to lie in that direction, As for the 
charges against the employés of Anson’s 
office, they can be signed by citizens. Mem- 
bers of such organizations as tue Citizens’ 
association have signed charges in similar 
cases before. Several proffers of such service 
have already been made in the present case.” 

Commissioner Prentiss explained the most 
elementary principles of civil government to 
Anson, who sat coiled up at the head of the 
table, confused, and unable to give any rea- 
son why he should continue to refuse to do 
his duty with the single exception that “ he 
would rather have it put-on sombody else’s 
shoulders."’ 


Unwilling to Sign Charges. 


“I think the men could do more to earn 
their money,’ said Anson. ‘“ I'll admit that. 
But how can I remedy it?’ 

“ You can sign these charges against them,” 
said Commissioner Powell. 

* That’s another proposition,” said Anson. 
“I don’t want to take the burden of it on my 
shoulders. I'll take the matter up with the 
corporation counsel and ask for an opinion.” 

“ We won't wait for it,’’ said Commissioner 
Powell. ‘“‘ We'll take action ourselves.” 

‘* Won't you let me know in advance what 
you intend to do?’ asked Anson. “I would 
like to be able to get In ahead of aty action 
you may intend to take by taking some other 
action myself.”’ ~ 

The commissioners laughed at the nalve 
suggestion. Anson again asserted that “‘ he 
hadn't refused to sign the charges.” The 
commissioners reminded him that the 
charges were before him to sign if he wished 
to do 80. 

* Don’t you know that the mone® of the peo- 
ple is intrusted to the controller for honest dis- 
tribution?’ asked Commissioner Prentiss. “It 
is wrong to let the money go to people who do 
not earn it when you have it in your power 
to stop such proceedings.”’

It is expected by the promoters‘that several 
hundred union members, will take advantage 
of the new financial scheme at:the outset. 

‘** Wea will begin business with about half 
of our capital stock of $500,000 guaranteed 
by subscriptions,’’ said President George W. 
Dreblow. “ Within a month we are con- 
fident the balance of the stock ‘will be taken 
and we will then be operating upon a sound 
financial basis."’ 


Nonunion Clerks. 

, Temporarily the bank will be conducted by 
nonunion employés. A janitor and two por- 
ters constitute the quota of unfon help. All 
the officials of the institution and the corps 
of tellers and: clerks are‘ not included in the 
membership of organized labor.

The management of the institution, how- 
ever, will be vested in the hands of local 
labor leaders.

With but few exceptions every witness on 
the stand today reveaied facts concerning 
the close connection between railroad men 
and mine owners, and how the latter for no 
apparent reason gave railroad men valuable 
blocks of stocks. In few instances did any 
money change hands in these transactions, 
the mine owners simply bringing the stock 
into the office of the railroad. 

From the evidence it would appear that the 
system which Vice President Green says is 
a surprise to him was so firmly established 
that the handing over of this stock did not 
require the exchange of any words, and it 
was accepted in the same matter of fact 
way that it was offered. 


Forgets Who Gave Valuable Stock. 

“I just do not remember who brought 
that stock Into the office and gave it to me,” 
was the remark made by J. B. Aldred, chief 
cierk in the office of the superintencent of 
the Pittsburg division of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. This witness has an income of 
about $45,000 from various mine stock, most 
of. which, he sajd, was just given to him. 

J. K, Russell, foreman of engines at Pitts- 
burg, who is also a large owner. of stock 
given to him, made the folloWing answer to 
a question of Lawyer Gowen, who tried to 
show the man participated in the organiza- 
tion of a mining company: 

“OO, yes, I heard them talking about the 
organigation.: of the company. - That ig all 
I had to do with it.” 

The foregoing are but samples of the graft 
received by railroad men whose positions 
were such as to place them where they could 
extend favors to certain mining companies. 


Sometimes They Rejected Gifts, 

Edward Pitcairn, trainmaster at Pittsburg 
and cousin of Robert Pitcairn, assistant to 
President Cassatt, told of several instances 
where he had refused gifts because he felt 
if he accepted the stock he would be expected 
by mine owners to favor them in some way. 

“ Why, then,” said Lawyer Glasgow, “ did 
you not refuse all the stock offered to you? 
Why did you accept that from which you 
are now obtaining a large dividend? "’ : 

The witness replied he had accepted them 
because he felt he could do so without being 
under obligations. Some stocks he accepted 
were those which were afterwards merged 
into the Keystone Coal and Coke company, of 
which Robert Kelso Cassatt is eastern mian- 
ager. 

“ Now,” said Mr. Glasgow, ‘‘ how much 
have you in the Keystone?” 

“I have 800 shares and my wife 3800. 
originally cost me $500,’ he replied. 

“ Then, on an investment of $500, you get 
8 per cent on $30,0007 " 

“Yes, but that is 8 per cent a year,” put in 
Mr. Piteairn, hastily. | 

“ But, good heavens! ’’ exclaimed Mr. Glas- 
g0W, as a laugh went round, “it’s a right 
good investment at that, isn’t it?"’ 

“ Yes,” replied witness, also laughing. 


Buy Friendship with Stock. 


E..M. Gross of Greensburg, western man- 
ager of the Keystone Coal company, said that 
often railroad officials got free stock as a 
bonus to bond subscriptions. 

“If you give away stock to any people ex- 
cept land owners you give away company 
ep rng don't you?” asked Mr. Glasgow.

Refugees Pour Into Escanaba. 

Escanaba, Mich., May 18.—[Special.]— 
Driven by a heavy gale of wind one of the 
r-ost.destructive forest fires in the history of 
tnis district this afternoon laid waste a tract 
of land fifty miles square north and west of 
Escanaba, and at a late hour tonight still was 
spreading. 

Hundreds of people driven.from their homes 
are being brought into Escanaba by relie 
trains. | ox ; 
. The refugees tell terrible tales of their ex- 
periences. in escaping from. the sweeping 
flames. One man declares that the flames 
were advancing in the vicinity of Cornell at 
the rate of twenty miles an hour when he 
and all the residents of that place were 
taken out on. relief trains. Homesteaders 
carrying packs of personal effects who had 
been driven from their homes were found 
by the train crews at all points along the 
right of way and were picked up and brought 
into this city or left at stations not threat- 
ened by fire. 

It is known that the two camps of the I. 
Stephenson company have been completely’ 
wiped out, and the safety of large crews of 
men at work in the heart of the heavily wood- 
ed country and with no railroad facilities to 
escape is feared for. The crew of one lum- 
bering camp, together with fifty horses, fled 
before the fire for a distance of twelve miels 
and were reported safe at Princeton mine. 

At 8:30 o'clock tonight W. B. Lindley of the 
peninsula division of the Northwestern road 
reported that several railroad bridges have 
been destroyed and that entire trains of cars 
have been burned on the track. All freight 
traffic on both the Northwestern and the bs- 
canaba and Leake Superior roads was sus- 
pended early this afternoon and the entire 
attention of the train crews given to the relief 
trains sent out to move the residents of the 
burning towns to places of safety. 


Fires Near Marquette. 

Marquette, Mich., May 18.+~Forest and bush 
fires are raging tonight in places in Upper 
Michigan, causing heavy damage to farm 
property and timber holdings. There is lit- 
tle fire east of Marquette, but In a wide ex- 
panse of territory west and south extensive 
havoe has been wrought. The woods are dry. 
In Marquette county the loss to settlers 
alone is nearly $60,000, more than a dozen 
farms southeast of here having been swept 
clean. 

Big Blaze in Stanley, Wis.

Cear Calls Governars! of Proy-

Projected Massacre at Odessa Re- 
ported in St. Petersburg; Court 
Party Is Defiant. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 18.—The’ gover- 
nots of Kieff, Kharkoff, Kursk, the Baltic, 
and other provinces have been summoned 
here by the government for congultation in 
view of the possibility of renewed disorder. 

The czar has postponed his reception of 
M.: Mouromtseff, president of the lower house 
of parliament. The reply to the speech from 
the throne will not be presented until Sun- 
day. Members of the douma generally ex- 
préss the opinion that the granting of am- 
nesty will avail nothing unless a responsible 
constitutional ministry is granted. 

It is believed in official circles that the 
government will refuse to abolish the council 
of the empire or confine the selection of min- 
istérs to a parliamentary majority. Neither 
will it surrender its power to the democrats 
nor expropriate the land of private indi- 
viduals, it is said. Whenever the conflict 
bréaks out the crown will look to new elec- 
tions preceded by a powerfnl appeal to the 
czar’s loyal subjects. 

The imperial reply will be delivered through 
the medium of a speech by Premier Goremy- 
kin, probably at the first gession of the 
house, after President Mouromtseff has been 
received at Peterhof. It is predicted that 
it will be temperate and deliberate, seeking 
to avoid occasion of rupture, but on the 
other hand not concealing the emperor's 
view that parliament in many respects has 
attempted to infringe the imperial preroga- 
tive. On these points the response will 
be. a calm refusal. 


Court Party Counsels Fight. 

The @ouma'’s demands, as formulated in the 
address, have aroused the strongest opposi- 
tion in the court party and conservatives 
generally. “hey are convinced the douma 
misrepresents the nation, and there is. talk 
vf imperial advisers influencing the czar to 
order new elections, which, it is claimed, 
would inevitably result in filling the douma 
with conservative moderate deputies. 

When the douma resumes its sitting an 
luterpellation signed by forty-seven deputies 
will be address to the cabinet. It will be 
equivalent to a demand for the prosecution 
of officials guilty of massacres and lawless 
imprisonments. 

Socialists in the douma are said to be high- 
ly dissatisticed with the reply to the czZar’s 
speech from the throne, especially the 
agrarian demands. They want nothing less 
than confiscation of lands, realizing the pro- 
posed solution probably will destroy all 
chances of spreading their doctrines among 
the peasants. / Nevertheless, they do not 
dare to oppose the address, apprehending 
thee wrath of the villagers. 


New Massacre of Jews Feared. 

Alarming reports have reached here of a 
projected massacre of Jews in Odessa. The 
reports cannot be confirmed. 

Arrests and other repressive measures con- 
tinue in full swing throughout the country. 
Work at the St. Petersburg waterworks is 
being done by sailors.

New York, May 18.—[Special.]}—The Pres- 
byterian board of foreign missions got word 
today of the death on shipboard on last Mon- 
day of the Rev. Dr, Benjamin Labaree, 
who, since 1860, has been a member of the 
missionary board in Persia. His death was 
caused by cancer. He was on his way home 
for treatment, The message which told of 
his death was received by wireless at Hal- 
ifax, and came overland to New York to- 
day. The ship is expected to arrive Sun- 
day morning.

SAILORS ATTACKED IN CUBA 
FIGHT KNIVES WITH FISTS. 


American Jackies, Outnumbered Four to 
One, Hold Off Natives Armed with 
Machetes Till All Are Wounded. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—The navy de- 
Partment has received the first report of a 
serious fight which occurred at Guanta- 
mamo, Cuba, on Apri! 20, between American 
sailors and natives, in which one American 
was shot and twenty-two otherwise wounded. 

While the sailore were ashore at Guanta- 
namo. they left the naval reservation and 
were attacked by a large band of natives, 
who used their knives and machetes. The 
blue jackets had no weapons and, although 
outnumbered four to one, they fought with 
their fiste until all were disabled. 

The local police, it is said, instead of at- 
tempting to quell the riot, sided with the 
natives. The sailor who was shot was for a 
time in a serious condition, but has since 
recovered. 


THREATS BY CUBAN LIBERALS. 


Published Manifesto Contains 
Against Election of the President 
and Other Officials. 


HWMAVANA, May 18.—On the eve of Inds- 
pendence day, May 20, which also will be 
the occasion of President Palma’s second 
inauguration, the liberal party has issued a 
manifesto, charging that all the members 
of congrees who did not hold over were elect- 
ec by coercion, fraud, and force, after the 
Mberal party, which comprised a majority vu?

The manifesto declares that therefore ail 
lawe or decrees promtilgated after that date 
will not be binding upon honest citizens who 
know their rights; if they obey it will be from 
prudence only, which will constitute an act 
of humiliation, The manifesto further says 
ro patriotism and pride justify refusal to 
obey. 

The document also states that the liberal 
party will not dissolve, but will make a cam- 
paign for the restoration of constitutional 
tights, and that, not deterred by obstacies 
anud- without fear of persecution, the party 
will collect forces to overcome all which 
interferes with the march of the republic to 
ccnditions of strict compliance with the con- 
stitution. While the language of the docu- 
ment is flery, no resistance to the authority 
of the executive or of congress is anticipated. 


ACCUSED GOVERNOR TO RESIGN. 


German Head of Cameroon Colony, West 
Africa, Charged with Inhumanity, 
Will Quit Post. 


BERLIN, May 18.—A political and social 
sensation was caused today by the announce- 
ment that Baron Jesko von Puttkamer, gov- 
ernor of the German Cameroon colony, West 
Africa, against whom charges have been 
pending for some time, will resign shortly on 
account of ill health. 

Charges against Gov. von Puttkamer were 
brought for the first time about tem years 
ago, when allegations of inhumanity and 
cruelty were made by Herr von Stetten, for- 
mer vice governor under Puttkamer, and 
Giesebrecht, a journalist. They were in- 
vestigated and the governor acquitted. 

Baron von Puttkamer was from 1883 to 1885 
attached to the German consulate at Chi- 
cago.

MICHAEL DAVITT NEAR DEATH

Bad Tooth Is Followed by Blood Poison- 
ing and Mild Form of Lockjaw—Sec- 
ond Operation Successful.

Gives Power to Fix Rete. 

The one great and important change In the 
law which the bill passed by the senate 
today will surely make, because this feature 
is not in dispute between the two houses, is 
to give the interstate commerce commission 
the right not only to declare that a rate 
is, unreasonble, but also to declare what the 
correct’ and reasonable rate should be. 


tion is immensely important, and if ite real 
vital principle can be carried dnto execution 
promptly in all cases it means little short of 
a revolution in the railroad business of the 
United States. 

In principle, therefore, the bill passed to- 
day,. which -will surely become law, asserts 
the power of the government, 
interstate commerce commission, to step in 
for the protection of the public against the 
rapacity of the railroads in regard ‘to all in- 
terstate commerce business. _ The new bil! 
is,an amendment to the existing interstate 
commerce law, and ean ie more. It goes 
into new ground. 


Provides Court Review. 

As passed by the senate the bill provides 
that Cireult courts of the United States 
shall have jurisdiction to hear an appeal 
from any action of the commission, which 
appeal may be brought by the railroad, or 
by the shipper, or by any one having an in- 
terest in the matter. The same courts have 
authority under the. bill, and under the con- 
stitution, to set aside a rate fixed by the 
commission by means of a preliminary in-, 
junetion or an interlocutory order, which, 
however, cannot. be granted except upon 
hearing and after not less than five days’ 
notice to the interstate commerce commis- 
gion itself. From the Circuit court an ap-; 
peal may be taken direct to sad Supreme 
court. 

Manifestly the one Gnobrtatn thibais about’ 
the new law regards the extent to which 
and the manner in which the courts will in- 
terfere with the action of the commission. 
Nothing can determine thie question except’ 
actual experience, and it may take a good 
deal of litigation carried to the Supreme 
court of the United States before a general 
system of railroad rate regulation is finally 
outlined. If the courts accept the. decisiong 
of the commission as a whole, and do not 
suspend rates it fixes unless (hey are mani- 
festly confiscatory in their nature, the new 
law will fully protect the interests of the 
people. If, on the other hand, the courts 
assume to determine for themselves the facts 
in regard to every rate and suspend the 
action of the commission until there is a 
final hearing the new law will not amount 
to much. :% 


Takes In Pipe Lines. ‘ 

Among the most radical things attempted 
by the senate was the inclusion of pipe lines 
for oll, express companies, and sleeping car 
companies within the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce law. ‘The rate bill as it 
passed the house did not specifically include 
the expréss and sleeping car companies, al- 
though it did so inferentially. It certainly 
did not include the pipe lines. 

These three instrumentalities of commerce, 
which are controlled by three of the greatest 
trusts in the United States, are now for the 
first time, in so many words, put under the 

control of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and it will be interesting to see what 
effect that .control has on the Pullman com- 
pany, on Mr. Pilatt’s express trust, and on 
the great Rockefeller “‘system."’ These three 
amendments of the senaté surely will be ac- 
cepted by the house in some form, so they 
may be considered as certain years of the 
new law. 

Blow at Private Car Lines. 

The bill as it was framed in the house and 
adopted by the senate makes still another 
advance on the old interstate commerce law, 
because it defines the term “ railroad ”’ to in- 
clude bridges, ferries, switches, terminal fa- 
cilities of every. kind, freight depots, and 
grounds used in transportation or delivery of 
property 

The term “traneportation”’ under the new 
law- is made to include “ all instrumentalities 
and facilities of shipment or carriage,” and 

“all-epervice in connection with the receipt, 
délivery, elevation, and transfer in transit, 
ventilation, refrigeration, or icing, storage, 
and handling of property transported.” 

This section and these: two definitions are 
meant to and do include fhe private car lines, 
the terminal raflroads like those employed by 
the harvester and steel trusts at Chicago, and 
the whole system of private car Hnes and 
private subordinate companies of every de- 
scription. 


Pass Section Is Ridiculous. 

There are two or three amendments in the 
bill as passed by the senate which will almost 
certainly be modified or dropped entirely in 
the conference. The senate adopted an 
abeurd pess section which is full of incon- 
_gruities and childish provisions intended to 
‘meke it ridiculous. The conference will, of 
course, remodel this provision and probably 
will not attempt to restrict the issuance of 
passes except to government officials and to 
cases where the free transportation is used 
as.a meange of securing trade. 
There is already a pass section of the inter- 
stete commerce law which until recently was 
more honored in the breach than In the ob- 
servance, but which is just as good law as

INSISTS GARFIELD JS WRONG. 


Vices President Thayer of the Pennsyl- 
| -vemia Railroad Sticks to Defense of 
Special Rate to Standard Oil. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 18.—Vice, President 
Thayer sof the Pennsylvania railroad today 
-issued a statement in reply to the letter of 
Commissioner of Corporations Garfield made 
} public yesterday. Mr. Thayer denies vigor- 
‘ously the statements of fact made by Mr. 
Garfield respecting the granting of rebates 
to the Standard Of] company. In his state- 
ment Vice President Thayer says in part: 

** Mr. Garfield questions, first, the accuracy 
of my statement as to the relative volume of 
refined oll moving from Olean to Rochester 
at thé rate of 9 cents per barrel, which rate 
has been in existence for 18 years, and in 
proof of his contention says that in one year, 
1904, there were over 1,000 cars of finished 
oll products shipped from Olean to Rochester 
and Buffalo. I did not refer to Buffalo. That 
ig another proposition, 

**Qur records do not show the different 
kinds of ofl, but they do show that in 1904, 
8,787. cars were shipped from Olean to Roch- 
ester, of whigh over 60 per cent stopped at 
Rochester, and only. 199 cars were reshipped 
ta the Vermont points mentioned, The ques- 
tion of relative volume of refined oil, how- 
ever, is unimportant in this discussion. The 
rate was necessary to retain the traffic to the 
railroad, Had: it not been made all the 
products would have moved by pipe line.’ 

“The important, question is whether the 
railroad made a secret rate, or secretly or 
unfairly discriminated in favor of the Stand- 
ard Oil company. In my previous statement 
I said positively that the rate was issued in 
precisely the same manner as every other 
rate is issued. In the state of New York or 
any other state In which our lines run. It Is 
impossible to conceive that this rate, in‘effect 
for elghteen years, was unknown to inde- 
pendent shippers.” 


CASSATT. APPROVES RATE BILL. 


President of Pennsylvania Road Firm 
Believer in Government Control 
and Ally of President. 


New York, May 18-—President Cassatt of 
the Pennsylvania railroad will be quoted on 
the subject of railroad rates in one of the 
June meégazines, as follows: 

“I have for several years believed that 
the national government, through the inter- 
state commerce commission, ought to be in 
a position to fix railroad rates whenever the 
rates established by the ratlroads themselves 
are found, after complaint and hearing, to 
be unreasonable, provided, of course, that 
there shall be the right of appeal to the 
courts. 

‘Let the government regulate us. For 
my part and for my associates in the Penn- 
sylvania railroad company, I am generally 
heartily in accord with the position taken 
by President Roosevelt and we have been 
all along. I told the president himself when 
“he made his first recommendation on this 
eubject to congress more than fotr years 
ago that I believed, him:to be in the right. 

“We have trampled out the secret rate 
and rebate system, which was not only ruin- 
ing the railroads, but also made equal and 
fair conditions of business impossible {n 
America. The secret rate system can never 
be revived again unless the railroads are 
prevented by unwise legislation from main- 
taining such relations among themselves as 
will insure the maintenance of reasonable 
and etable rates.”’

Its 
business houses are intact and its beattiful 
teeny 4 district untouched. Its people 
believe it to be outside of the earthquake 
zone, and that its future, whatever may be 
the fate of central and northern California, 
is more assured than ever. 

But it must be said that Los Angeles, in 


common with the rest of the world, showeda 


fine spirit of neighborliness when the.story 
of San Francisco's fall reached it. It sent 
trainloads of provisions, physicians, nurses, 
and committees representing numerous or- 
ganizations to offer funds to affiliated socie- 
ties that had been stricken. It organized re- 
Hef committees 
refugees driven from the north. @ It offered 
police service, and in many ways Went out of 
its way to lend assistanee. All of which 
touched deeply the hearts of the San Fran- 
cisco people. 


Criticism for Los Angeles. 


But now there are leaving Los Angeles for 
eastern cities and Europe thousands of fl- 
lustrated pamphlets entitled: “The San 
Francisco Earthquake.””’ No mention Is 
made of the fire, the purpose apparently be- 
ing to show that the temblor shook San 
Francisco and no other city in the state. and 
that the greater damage was wrought not 
by the fire, but by the earthquake. Many 
papers In the state are criticising with more 
or less severity this effort on,the part of 
Los Angele: .. seeking to making capital out 
of San Francisco's calamity. 

Another criticism is leveled at some of the 
interviews printed in the Los Angeles papers 
with reference to the probable effect of the 
disaster on Los Angeles. One. prominent 
business man is quoted as saying: 

‘Los Angeles is the largest city on the 
coast, and forever will remain so. The for- 
mer northern metropolis can never overtake 
its sister city of the south. It will 
take San Francisco a score of years to re- 
build,” 


Resented by San Franciscans. 


Naturally every friend of San Francisco 
disputes this statement. The population of 
San Francisco before the earthquake and 
fire was estimated at 450,000. About 200.000 
of them were made homeless by the fire. 
That leaves 250,000 with homes. At least 
two-thirds of that number remain within 
the city Ifmits in such temporary quarters 
as they have been able to tmprovise. There 
has been no general, wholesale exodus of the 
population. 

Los Angeles only claims a population of 
230,000. Within twelve. months San Fran- 
cisco will have a larger business section than 
Los Angeles. There is even a further com- 
parison to the advantage of San Francisco. 
Los Angeles is not a port, being sixteen 
miles fromthe sea. 

Political differences fm the. past have 
caused the same sort of agitation in favor 
of dividing the state, and if now it is started 
and cultivated as a result of the earthquake’s 
effect on one city and its noneffect on an- 
other, it will be infinitely more serious, for 
during the years that San Francisco's re- 
habilitation is in progress, if i continues,

Dispose of Condemned Meat. 

The Beveridge bill empowers the federal | 
inspectors to dispose of any meat which 
they condemn. The regulations of the bureau 
of animal industry, under which pork is in- 
epectéed, directs a micros¢eopic examination 
of all sewihe products exported to countries 
requiring such examination, but forbids this 
action in the case of hogs slaughtered for 
interstate trade. The charge has been made 
that thé result is the American people eat 
a considerable quantity of hog products af- 
fected with trichinosis. 

In order to secure proper enforcement of 
the proposed law, a large increase in the 
number of inspectors must be made. It has 
béen alleged that the inspectors at Chicago 
were dishonest, but this {s denounced as 
false. It appears to be true, however; that 
the force is instifficient properly to” inspect 
the meat. Secretary Wileon of the depart- 
ment of agricultute has insisted that con- 
gress provide his department with sufficient 
funds to-enable it to appoint additional in- 
spectofs, but the house refused to e¢onmply 
with his request, and the suspicion prevaiis 
that there has beén some infiueticé at work 
which has prevented the adoption of the 
etcretary’s recommendation. The ostensi- 
ble reason advanced is that it was necessary 
to keep the appropriations down to the low- 
ést possible figure.

A medical gathering in Philadelphia has 
been discussing tuberculosis and kindred 
diséases. Dr. Billings of this city treated 
ofe of the most itiportanht phases of the eub- 
ject, the sale of proprietary medicines ad- 
vertised ae cures. Twenty-five years ago, 
accotding to the spégker, there were many 
physicians who believed that there were tn 
existence specific cures for consumption. 
Now it is known that none exists. Prescrip- 
tions which were made in good faith, and 
which eminent physicians believed to have 
a merit which it is now known they did not 
posséss, aré now compounded by wholesale 
manufacturers and placed pon the market 
#8 cures. Respected nimes are tue used 
in order to deceive the public. Many of the 
so-called cures have not even: that excuse for 
existence, but are ingenious mixtures whose 
makers Well know that they have not the de 
sired effect. | 

Another speaker divided such medicines 
into two classes, those made of inert drugs 
which would baveé no effect one way or the 
other, and those containing opium, cocaine, 
or cheap whisky. The latter might stop for 
a time the manifestations of the disease, 
aithough really aécelerating its progress, 
But no permanent cure cduld be expééted 
from such medicines, even when théy seemed 
at first marvelous.

Any person, éorporation, or company who

rebate or offset against the regular charges 
for transportation of such property, as fixed 
by the schedules of rates provided for in this 
act, shall be deemed guilty of a fraud, which 
ig hereby declared to be a mistiemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction thereof in ahy court of 
the United States of competent jurisdiction 
within the istrict where stich offehse was 
committed, in addition to any other penalties 
provided by this act, be subjected to a fine 
equal to three times the sum of money so re- 
ceived or accepted, and three times the value 
of any other consideration so received or ac- 
cepted, to bé ascertained by the trial court: 
and in the trial for such offense, all such re- 
bates or other considerations so received or 
accepted for a period of six years prior to the 
commencement of the action may be consid- 
éred, and the sald fine shall be three times the 
total amount of money or three times the 
total value of such considerations so recelved 
or acecépted, as the ¢asé may te: Provided, 
that the foregoing penalties, shall not apply 
to rebates or considerations received. prior to 
the passageand approval of this aét.

If any carrier fails or heglects to obey any

Text of Allison Froviso. 


The venue of suite brought ih atiy of the 
Circuit courts of the United States against 
the commission to enjoin, set aside, annul, or 
suspend any order or féquirement of the 
eommission shall be in the district where 
thé catrier Agaliist Whom stich order or re- 
quirement may have been made has its prin- 
cipal operating office, and may be-brought at 
any time after such order is promulgated. 
And if the ofdeér or Féquirerient has been 
made against two or more carriers then in 
the district where any ofie of said carriers 
haé its principal operating office; and if the 
carrier has its principal operating office in 
thé District of Columbia, then the yenue 
shall be in the district where said carriér 
has its principal office, ahd jurisdiction to 
hear and determine such sults is hereby 
vestéd in Such courts. The provisions of 
“An act to expedite the hearing and deter- 
mination of suits in equity, and so forth,”’

Relative weakness there 
Was ascribed to heavier Argentine shipments 
for the week—8,112.000 bu, against 3,104,000 
bu last week, and 1,784,000 bu the correspond- 
ing pertod in 1905. The unofficial Indian ex- 
ports were 480,000 bu, against shipments of 
184,000 bu the previous week, and 1,368.000 
bu a: year ago. 

Arrivals of wheat at Duluth and Minneap- 
olis were 110 cars, against 119 a week be- 
fore, and 161 a year ago. The cash demand 
at Minneapolis continued firm and active, and 
that town showed a decrease of 1,450,000 
bu in its stocks for the week. Duluth’stocks 
fell off 200,000 bu for the period. The Superior 
port reported sales of 200,000 bu to-eastern 
millers yesterday and late the day before. 
There was some talk, however, that some 
of the wheat—given as largely No. 2 northern 
and durum in the reports—would come to 
Chicago. 

Aside from reports of damaging dryness 
from winter wheat sections, Texas had more 
to say of rust, and the lowlands of the spring 
wheat states were reported to have had too 
much moisture. The local cash demand was 
weak. Primary arrivals footed up 285,000 bu, 
59.000 bu less than those ofa year ago. Clear- 
ances at the seaboard, wheat and flour, were 
light at 57,000 bu. 


Corn Under Hard Pressure. 


Corn, subjected to hard pressure, ruled 
weaker all day. Much of the news was of 
the sort calculated to aid the bears, who took 
full advantage of it. The early trading was 
marked by a rush of selling, longs letting go 
and shorts plugging their end vigorously. 
There were occasional reactions, but the sup- 
port behind the bulges was frail. Closing 
rrices showed declines of %c for May, %c fo- 
‘uly, and %c for September. Reports of rains 
in this state and advices of a general increase 
ir loading at country stations for shipment 
te this market served as weights on the mar- 
ket. The local arrivals were 130 cars, of 
which 69 graded contract, and it was said 
that a large part of the estimate of 229 cars 
for today was of contract grade. This hada 
particularly depressing effect on the May. 
The cash market was sharply lower, al- 
though the demand from the east on the 
declines was reported good. Argentine ship- 
ments were liberal at 2,803,000 bu, compared 
to 2.234.000 bu last week and 2,186,000 bu last 
year.

Our Borrowing Abroad. — 

The London Statist takes a different view 
of the American position as relates to bor- 
rowings abroad than that held by the London 
Economist. In an extended article discuss- 
‘Ing the New York banks, the Statist says, 
among other things: 

“ There apyears to be no probability of a 
recurrence or serious monetary stringency in 
New York, and the pressure to sell securi- 
ties in order to repay loans and to set free 
‘the reserves of the New York banks !s now 
likely to diminish and soon to disappear. 

“Of course it will bé realized that Ameri- 
can bankers cannot have procured about $35,- 
000,000 gold from Europe in three weeks, and 
the .still larger sum they may obtain, as an 
ordinary trade operation. The trade balance 
in favor of the United States is dlways or 
nearly always settled as it arises. Last 
year’s trade balance was settied last autumn 
by the import of securities and of gold. But 
this does not in any way affect the strength 
of the American position. In the last twelve 
months the trade balance In favor of the 
states has been $548,000,000, and if we as- 
sume that the obligations of America for in- 
terest, tourist expenses, and so forth; is as 
much as $400,000,000, the country has had to 
receive a surplus of $150,000,000 In one way 
or another, and, as we have said, it has taken 
this money partly in securities and partly in 
gold. 

‘* Every one appreciates the strength and 
soundness of the American position and that 
the country will have no difficulty in repay- 
ing the autumn loans that may now be made. 
Consequently American bankers can easily 
raise ali -he money néeded to meet the unex- 
pected and pressing demand for cash which 
has resulted from the recent disaster to San 
Francisco. A large number of American 


bills have been created and have been dis-— 


counted by London bankers.” The demand is 
not likely to be sufficiently severe to cause 
stringency, although it probably will be suf- 
ficient to cause rates to’be maintained and to 
induce the transfer to New York on London 
account of a large amount of French money.”’
